New health agent excited to

AGAWAM - New Director of 
Public Health Kathleen Auer is 
hitting the ground running, div- 
ing into the issues and working 
hard to make Agawam a safer, 
healthier town since she took 
over the position on Oct. 2. 

Auer, who has spent the past 
11 years working in West Spring- 
field as a registered sanitarian, is 
looking to introduce new regula- 
tions to limit youth access to to- 
bacco and other sources of nico- 
tine that are dangerous to people 
under 21. 

“They may think they're harm- 
less, but it’s still an addictive sub- 
stance and after the e-cigarette 
fad wanes, they're just going to go 
back to regular cigarettes. A lot of 
people think it’s healthier to do 
the e-cigarettes and it’s not really, 


explained Auer. 
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One of the goals of the regu- 
lation would be to increase the 
minimum age to buy tobacco 
products to 21 from the current 
18. 

In addition to tobacco control, 
Auer is also interested in working 
on regionalization opportuni- 
ties with other local communi- 
ties, including Southwick, West 
Springfield and Holyoke. She said 
that the state is supporting the 
Medical Reserve Corps, an initia- 
tive that gives volunteers medical 
training to fill roles in case of an 
emergency. 

“In public health, one of the 
biggest threats wed have to re- 
spond to is disease outbreak. If we 
had to do an emergency disper- 
sion site, you need medical peo- 
ple, clerical people and security, 
so the Medical Reserve Corps, 
which is a federal program, can 
recruit all those different people,

AGAWAM - The City Coun- 
cil is holding a public hearing on

The residents said they were 
completely blindsided when the 
council voted to table the pro- 
posed project indefinitely, leaving 
the situation unattended for the 
foreseeable future. 

“When they decided to table 
the sewer expansion, those peo- 
ple didn't even see that coming. 
Instead of voting on it they decid- 
ed to table it indefinitely, meaning 
they take it off the agenda, which 
means they were done with it. 
That’s why they signed a petition,’ 
explained Clark. 

The project that was tabled 
dates back to 2004, when there 
was a study conducted on current 


conditions of the southwest area 
of town, which was served by sep- 
tic systems and did not have sew- 
er access. 

According to the results of the 
study, “The data collected during 
this evaluation indicates that 
septic system problems are wide- 
spread and supports the need for 
wastewater disposal improve- 
ments.’ 

It also projected the future 
development of the land condi- 
tions and evaluated improvement 
alternatives. Tighe & Bond con- 
ducted the study and concluded

AGAWAM - Winter is a busy season for 
Christmas tree vendors in town as families flock 
to the nearest one to get one of the holiday sta- 
ples. 

Lifelong Agawam resident Al Stepanik, own- 
er of Al Stepanik Greenhouse on Southwick 
Street, has had people looking for trees since the 
weekend after Thanksgiving and sold more than 
three-quarters of his 200 trees before Dec. 10. 

“Business is picking up. I’m the new guy on 
the block, so I have got to build up my customer 
base a little year by year. People know I’m here 
and they stop in and buy a tree, he said. “It’s a 
quick in and out business. Youve got to come 
early or the trees wont be here. The weather 
could come in bad, you never know. 

Stepanik sells exclusively Fraser fir trees, 
which he considers the best, so that his custom- 
ers have a tree that will last a long time. People 
like the texture and evergreen smell that the Fra- 
ser firs bring to a home. According to Stepanik, 
as long as the tree has enough water and is cared 
for, it will last a long time regardless of how early 
before Christmas is was purchased. 

“Fraser firs hold their needles,’ he explained. 
“All you do is put a fresh cut on them and they're 
good to go. I’ve had people have them last until 
March. Just keep watering them. Keep the water 
in the pan and they should be alright,’ he said. “I 
want to give my customers a tree that will last so 
they come back again and again.’ 

Trees come in all cuts and sizes. The most 
popular trees average about seven feet in height, 
which Stepanik said is because most houses 
have ceilings about eight feet high. Those trees 
typically price in between $35 to $55 based on 
height and width. There are trees available above 
10 feet and as high as 12 feet, but these typically 
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cost up to $100 and aren't big sellers. 

“They re not very popular because not many 
houses have ceilings that high,’ he said. 

According to Stepanik, it takes six to seven 
years for a Christmas tree to grow, so he gets his 
imported from Maine, where the supply is plen- 
tiful. 

“Supposedly, there's a shortage of trees in this 
area, he said “People are out of field-growing 
trees, the cut-your-own stuff, because as they 
sold out of them, the economy wasn't good so 
they didnt replant. Now as the economy is pick- 
ing up, people want more trees again, and it cre- 
ates a shortage.

Shovel for safety 
this season 


he seasons first snow was light 
enough — just a couple inches, 
enough to coat the roads and 
tempt the sledders but, alas for school- 
children and “nonessential” workers, 
not enough to cancel school or invite a 
statewide travel ban. 

Of course, more is on the way. 

Sometime this season, maybe even 
by the end of this week, we will face a 
real snow emergency. School will be 
canceled. Roads will be dangerous. And 
most area residents will stay cozy at 
home on some weekday midmorning 
watching their kids throw snowballs in 
the front yard. 

Not everyone, of course. Our neigh- 
bors on the Police Department will be at 
work, responding to the inevitable colli- 
sions and to direct traffic around fallen 
trees or power lines. Firefighters will be 
on call to respond to any emergency, in- 
cluding medical calls. Letter carriers will 
make sure you still receive your Christ- 
mas cards and credit card bills that day. 
Utility workers will stand ready to make 
sure water, gas, electric and telephone 
services are not interrupted at the worst 
possible time. Perhaps most important 
of all, public works crews will spend the 
whole storm — and a few more hours af- 
ter — clearing the roads so that the rest 
of us, including the rest of the emergency 
workers, can do our jobs. 

To be sure, homeowners don't spend 
the whole day inside — as long as there's 
a sidewalk to scrape and a driveway or 
parking space to clear. No matter how 
cold it is, they should spend another few 
minutes outside, however, to put their 
shovel to work for our emergency work- 
ers. 

That shovel can help the DPW — and 
drivers in the whole neighborhood. Ice, 
leaves and other debris gather at catch 
basins as soon as the snow starts to 
melt, stopping up the grates and causing 
flooding. Shoveling out the storm drains 
will allow the stormwater system to do 
its job, and could keep the DPW from 
having to fix one more problem during 
a busy time. 

That shovel can help the letter carri- 
ers. Yes, the town plows can bury or even 
destroy roadside mailboxes. But it’s just 
as unfair to the Postal Service as it is to 
the homeowner. Be kind to those carri- 
ers — make sure there's a path for them. 
For homes that get their mail delivered 
by van, that means clearing a cutout in 
the snowbank so that the van can pull 
right up to the mailbox and the carrier 
can reach inside, as usual. 

That shovel can help the firefighters. 
Fighting a blaze is hard enough in freez- 
ing temperatures. During an emergency 
when minutes and seconds count, fire- 
fighters shouldnt have to spend valu- 
able time searching for the hydrant and 
digging it out themselves. Make sure any 
hydrant on your property — or even near 
it — is visible and accessible, with a path 
to the street and all the way around it. 

Its a few more minutes of hard work 
in the snow. But it’s a courtesy to those 
who have to spend the whole day hard 
at work. And it’s a small price to pay for 
safety.

Herby bread the perfect contribution to a Christmas dinner 


In my early twenties I loved to bake bread. There 
was one type that was my absolute favorite, an her- 
bed braid. In those days growing and drying herbs 
was my passion, so I can see why this particular 
bread was right up my alley. By looking at it you 
would think that a lot of effort went into 
making it, but honestly, it was very easy. 
Unfortunately, I don't remember where

Sprinkle yeast and sugar over 1/2 cup warm wa- 
ter in a large bowl; stir to dissolve. Let stand until 
foamy (approx. 15 minutes). 

Blend 1 cup water and 1 tablespoon of the melt- 
ed butter into the yeast mixture. Combine 2 1/2 
cups flour and salt. Stir into yeast mixture 
1/2 cup at a time to form a slightly sticky 
dough, adding up to 1/2 cup additional

flour if necessary. 








would love to share it with you! 

When using dried herbs, remember 
to break them up finely just before you 
incorporate them into the recipe. This 
will release the flavor stored inside. Small 
amounts of herbs can be crushed be- 
tween your fingertips - larger amounts 
can be ground up using a mortar and 
pestle. Pulverize whole spices in a coffee 
grinder. Some folks gently roast them 
first to intensify their flavor. If you want to substi- 
tute fresh herbs for dried in any recipe, use at least 
twice as much. Store dried herbs and spices away 
from heat and light; even so, they will start to lose 
their flavor after about a year. When I buy a new 
jar of dried herbs, I find it helpful to mark the date 
right on the bottle. Without any further ado, here is 
the recipe for that wonderful bread - as pretty as it 
is flavorful. Certainly a wonderful addition to your 
holiday table. 


COUNTRY HERB BREAD TWIST 


1 envelope active dry yeast 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1/2 cup water (110 degrees) 

1/4 stick unsalted butter, melted (2 tablespoons) 
2 1/2- 3 cups all-purpose flour 

1 1/2 teaspoons salt 

1 tablespoon minced fresh oregano 

1 tablespoon minced fresh thyme 

1 tablespoon minced rosemary 
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MCQUAID 
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Turn dough out onto a lightly floured 
surface and knead until smooth and elas- 
tic, about 5 minutes. Place dough in a 
large bowl that has been lightly buttered. 
Turn dough to coat entire surface. Cover 
with a clean cloth and let rise in a warm, 
draft-free area until the dough has dou- 
bled in volume, about 1 1/2 hours. 

Punch dough down. Divide into 
thirds. One by one, take each third and 
knead in the individual herbs. Roll each dough ball 
between the palms of your hands into a rope about 
20 inches long. Taper the ends. When complete, lay 
the three side by side and working from the middle, 
braid each end. Transfer the bread to a buttered 
baking sheet and cover loosely with a clean cloth. 
Allow to rise in a warm place for 45- 50 minutes, 
until doubled in size. 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Brush loaf with 
remaining 1 tablespoon of melted butter and bake 
for 20-30 minutes or until golden and loaf sounds 
hollow when tapped. Cool for 30 minutes before 
serving. Serve it warm with a pat of butter and your 
guests will think that you are a professional bread 
baker!

sewer expansion based on reliability, effec- 
tiveness, cost and public input. 

The first project design was put together 
in 2007, which had a total cost of $31.2 mil- 
lion. Individual costs for homeowners in 
the affected area averaged approximately 
$23,000 per property, not including exten- 
sions needed to connect to the sewer line. 
There were also five alternatives created 
that served a lower number of units, but at 
an increased cost to each property owner 
with costs ranging from $17,500 to $26,300. 

In 2011, Phase I of the southwest area 
sewer extension design and construction 
was initiated. It added new sewers along 
Route 57 and S. Westfield Street for $2 mil- 
lion. 

Phase II was slated to take place in 
2012. Designs were completed to add new 
sewers along the southern end of S. West- 
field Street, Barry Street, Pine Street and 
the Blandford Drive neighborhood. It also 
would add two new wastewater pump sta- 
tions on Barry and Pine Street. 

However, costs were also updated 
during the design plan. Phase II was esti- 
mated to require $12.1 million to complete 
with an additional $26.6 million estimated 
to finish the project after Phase II. The to- 
tal cost for all the phases was projected at 
$40.7 million. 

H.P. Hood and Six Flags New England 
expressed concerns at the Dec. 3, 2012, 
council meeting that rate increases associ- 
ated with the project might force them to 
consider relocating out of town. 

“The cost was too high and people didn't 
want to pay the cost to hook up. Hood and 
Six Flags said they would relocate if we 
increased the sewer costs, said current 
Council President James Cichetti. 

Councilor Chris Johnson, who was pres- 
ident during 2012, said during the Dec. 3 
meeting that the feedback they received 
from Tighe & Bond indicated that costs for

facilities like Six Flags and Hood could rise 
up to $150,000 per year, with estimates that 
four to six houses would pay for the con- 
nection to the new sewer lines. 

“When I asked Tighe & Bond the very 
direct question, ‘Without mandatory con- 
nection in Phase II, how many people do 
you anticipate will connect, best case sce- 
nario? their response was four to six. So at 
that point, we will have spent ballpark [$12 
million] to have seven households connect 
to the sewer. That’s the estimate presented 
by our experts, Johnson said in the meet- 
ing minutes. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said he tried a 
couple different options to get the project 
through. He added it to the capital im- 
provement program, put forth a resolution 
and also a septic loan program that were all 
tabled by the City Council. 

“T tried many different things the coun- 
cil tabled indefinitely. So that was sort of it 
at that time, said Cohen. 

According to Clark, his concern from 
the beginning has been focused on the sit- 
uation and well-being of the Feeding Hills 
residents while the council focused on the 
bottom line. 

“Nothing was discussed except the 
money, he said. 

Director of Public Health Kathleen Auer 
has extensive work in septic and sanita- 
tion from her past experience working in 
West Springfield as a registered sanitarian. 
Auer said most septic tanks fail after about 
25 years and the ones in Feeding Hills are 
pushing 40 years in some cases. 

Auer said theres new technology and 
options to pursue now so it might be time 
to revisit the issue with new information. 

“I think things need to be looked at with 
fresh eyes, she said.

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Fighters needed for 
Golden Gloves tourney

SPRINGFIELD - Top flight am- 
ateur boxing will be making its re- 
turn to the region in January with 
the return of the Western New 
England Golden Gloves Champi- 
onship Tournament. 

“Boxing has such a rich tra- 
dition and history in Western 
Massachusetts, said Dean Fay, 
director of Central City Boxing 
& Barbell. “I can remember back 
when they had the fights in Holy- 
oke and the passion people had 
for it? 

For decades, the Golden 
Gloves championships were held 
in Holyoke and featured some of 
boxings greats including Mike 
Tyson, who stepped into the 
squared circle at the age of 15. 

“There were so many great 
fights that took place over the 
years, Fay said. “It was sad when 
the tournament left the region 
because not as many Western 
Massachusetts fighters took part 
when it headed out to the eastern 
part of the state.’ 

In 2012, Fay and a group of 
others received a two-year provi- 
sional contract to host the West- 
ern New England Golden Gloves 
Tournament. 

“When we got the tournament 
back the first year, we had about 


16 boxers, but we ended up with a 
really good crowd at the Log Cab- 
in, Fay said. “It showed us that 
people really wanted boxing back 
in this area.’ 

Over the past couple of years, 
the venue has changed a couple 
of times, before settling in at the 
MassMutual Center in downtown 
Springfield. 

There will be three different 
divisions for competitors. The Ju- 
niors will feature boys and girls 
ages 16-17. Senior Division ranges 
in age from 18-40, and the Master 
Division will be for those 35v and 
older. 

There will be two classes in 
each division: Novice (not more 
than 10 bouts) and Open Class
